The grave of the first and gn 
of the Presidents is that which needs 
the briefest description, so familiar is 

every American with the scene and 
story of Mount Vernon, Thanks to 

the care of the Mount Vernon Asso- 
ciation, Washington's Old home and 
the tomb, to which his remains Were 
removed in bs:i7 from the old vault in 
which thitherto they had lain, are in 
good condition.

woods, n few hundred yards to the 
right, of the embowered road leading

cello. The spot is as liinesome as sol 
itary could desire; the "ancient and 
venerable oaks" are there, and a Solitary 

"ever gr e en ," whose murmur alone, 

and not that of a brook, "breaks the 
stillness." Its Ihii I are partly 

enclosed by a brick wall about 100 

I'l.ire mid ten feet high, wdiieh 
on the south side has been toppled 

bodily, and now lies in level 



courses of brick and crumbling mortar 

level with the ground. On the north 
and west sides arc iron gates, red and 
locked with rust. The west wall is 
dad with a scanty growth of Virginia 
creepers; a single bush of eglantine 
springs amid the matted grass and 
weeds, loose bricks and stones that 
cover the whole inelosiuv. Save two 
or three marble slabs, marking the 
graves where descendants of Jefferson 
wore laid some ten years ago, there is 
no tombstone which is not broken, de 
faced, or fallen and hidden with weds 
and dirt. Midway along the northern 
wall Wormley, .lei! irvant, 

who survived him twiiitylive years. 
dug his master's grave in 'the spot his 
master had indicated, but tin' mound 
has been trodden level with the earth. 
At its head was placed a coarse granite 
obelisk nine feet high, resting on a 
base three feet square. Not an inch 
of its surface but has been chipped 

and battered by the relic seeker till 
tiiftn base to apex the corners present 
I lie appearance of a rough unhewn 
stone. Tho sole inscription not luuii 
mered away is in small letters on the 
base :

Tho obelisk was made after a rough 
pen and ink sketch found in Jefferson's 

drawer a few days after his death, and 

on it was placed the inscription there 

designed, "Hire was buried Thomas 
Jefferson, author of the Declaration of 

Independence, of the .statute of Vir 
ginia for Keligious [freedom, and 
father of the University of Virginia; 
Born Aprils, O. s., 17t:t ; Pied (July 

!, ISl><!)." The vandals of half a ecu 
tury have only spared the last two 
lines. 

On the. lower side of the monument 
is the grave of Mrs. Jefferson, but it 
has been trodden level with the ground 
since 1851, and the marble slab over 
it has been stolen. This slat) bore 
words: "Martha Jefferson; 
Horn in 174S, O. S. : Intermarried 
with Thomas Jefferson. January 1st, 
1772; Torn from him by death." Sept. 
Otb, 1782. This Monument of Love 
Is Inscribed." On the upper side of 
the obelisk is the slab covering the 
of their eldest laughter, the in 
scription of which u partly legible.

House. She died childless, but, two 
of her nephew's sons are buried within 
the enclosure, which is as carefully 
kept as every other part of the estate, 
purchased by Mr. Carson in 1862. 

Hollywood Cemetery, at Richmond. 
Ya., is, indeed, beautiful for situation. 

Near its evfreme south western limit 
repose the remains of James Monroe. 
upon an eminence from which the de 
lighted eye takes in nearly tin whole 
of the main body of the city, with its 
more prominent buildings brought 
into tine relief, some ten miles of the 
James as it winds seaward, with its 
bridges, falls and islands between Rich- 
mond and Manchester, and the tall 
factories clustering on either bank; 
Manchester and its pretty environs, 
the bluffs of Henrico and the plains 
of Chesterfield. In this, the most fre- 
quented part of the cemetery, where 
it was hoped the Washington monu- 
ment would lie erected, sleeps James 
Monroe, in a plot of S04 feet area. 
bought by Governor Wise for the 
State. It is in the centre of a circular 
plot of some forty yards in diameter. 
When lie in state, each one in llis own 
house, the Barksdales, Archers, 
Maiirvs. Andersons, Crenshaws. }\^\ 
alls, Aliens and other prominent Vir- 
ginian families. 

M.nroe. it is well-known, married a 
lady of New York, and died in this 
city. July 4, 1881. Twentv 
years later, under an act of tlie Gen 
sral Assembly of Virginia, his body 
was removed to Richmond, under the 
escort of the Seventh Regiment, then 
commanded by Colonel Abratn Duryee. 
The reception in Capitol Square on the 
day of reinterment, July 5. 1868, was 
a memorable one. The Virginian city 
was profusely decorated : Here were 
tho arms of Vuginia and New York 
blended beneath an eagle and the 
word "Union'' ; near, Crawford's 
equestrian statue of Washington, 
"The Wisdom and Yalor of Virginia 
Wrought into Immortal Hron/e by the 
Genius of New York :" and anon, "A 
Sister Bean the Remains to a Sister's 
Bosom — It Touches the Heart.'' At 
is a grand banquet to 
the Seventh, when, among the toasts. 
"The Union of kheSti 

the Spirit of Liberty, like the rod of 
Aaron, swallow up the Spirit of Fanatic 
ism ;" "Virginia and New York United 
by Glory, by Marriage mid by In:, 
nothing but Fanaticism can ever 
them ;" "New York we tender our 
thanks for the manner in which she 
has restored to the bosom of the 
Mother the remains of tier long absent 
Son ; " "The Seventh Regiment of the 
New York Militia— The first corps of 
the first city of the fust State of the 
Nation ; known always to the 
country and to day endeared to Yir 
ginia." Who could have foretold that 
in less than three years the Seventh 
would have bean marching down 
Broadway, under just such a glow of 
Hags and amid louder plaudits, to in 
vade Virginia 1 

Vive feet undt rground, in a vault of 
brick and granite, were placed Mon- 
roe's remains. Thev arc covered by a 
huge block of polished Virginia mar 

hie, eight feet long and four feet 
square, on which rests what is called 
the ^sarcophagus," a granite block 
nearly as large as the pedestal, lint 
wrought into the shape of an ordinary 
coffin. The body lies from west to 
east; on the northern side of (lie "sar 
cophagus" is a brass plate, now quite 
black, with this inscription:

Over and around this rather odd 
monument is a huge fancy bird

architect still resi<ling at Richmond, 
designed the temple and probably the 
monument, receiving $30 for his work. 
The plot is laid in grass without a tree 
or shrul), but round it without are 
beds of gay (lowers, a luxuriant shrub 
bery and massive oaks and other trees 
older than Monroe or tho city of Rich 
mond itself. 

Eleven miles from Nashville, on the 

pretty Lebanon pike, from which a 
broad carriage-drive between tall 
spreading cedars conducts, is the Her 
milage, a two storied house of brick 
with porticos supported by Corinthian 
pillars. The wood work'isgniv and 
dingy ; patches of the ceiling of the 
porticos are bare of plastering and in 
places the roof is no longer weather 
pi oof. Sixty rods awny. now some- 
what dilapidated, is the wooden house 
Jackson vacated when he moved into 
his famous dwelling. His gin and 
grist mill and negro quarters are still 
standing, and half a mile off is the 
private race track where he spent bo 
many delighted hours ; on the edge of 
a grove war the highway ia the little 
church he built to please his vvife. 

In a corner of the garden, eighty 
yards from the dwelling, lie the great 
President and his wife, under a mas 
she monument of Tennessee limestone. 
Tares steps conduct to its surface, a 
circular area eighteen feet in diame- 
ter, from which spring eight dated 
Doric columns, supporting a pretty 
though plain entablature and dome, 
surmounted by an urn. Within the 
ceiling and eornieo aro ornamented in 
white stucco. In the centre of the 
platform is a pyramid resting on a 
square ; on the left is a stone just over 
the body of the President, with this 
inscription:

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William Cullen Bryant died at his 
residence, No. 24 West Sixteenth street, 
New York, at 5:35 a. m., Wednesday, 
June 12th, 1878. 

The immediate cause of his death 
was an accident which occurred to 
him on the afternoon of May 27th, 
after the ceremonies attending the un- 
covering of the bust of Mazzini at 
Central Park He was driven to the 
Park in bis carriage, but was quite 
fatigued when he reached the plat- 
form, and complained a little of the 
heat of the sun. He made a speech 
of about twenty minutes, and while 
concluding it stood directly in the 
rays of the sun, and sat down ex- 
hausted. When the public exercises 
were over he was prevailed upon by 
til James Qrant Wilson to visit 
the latter's residence in Seventy fourth 
street, though he had previously ex- 
pressed a wish to drive directly to his 
own home, and the two gentlemen 
led on foot, accompanied by 
the little daughter of General Wilson, 
reaching the General's residence about 
I o'clock, Mr. Bryant being full of 
chat with his companions throughout 
the entire distance. Ah General Wil- 
son, after having assisted his fcehle 
friend up the steps to the high stoop, 
was unlocking the inner door he heard 
a singular sound behind him, and 
turning saw Mr. Bryant lying pros- 
npon the stoop, and heard s 
ringing blow as his head struck the 
broad stone. Ba lay as one dead, but

Bryant were, even at that binder uge, 
so meritorious that it was clear to 
keen observers that nature had dedi- 
cated him to the Muses. 

After passing through the prepara- 
tory courses Bryant entered the soph- 
omore class of William's College, and 
at the end of two years stood at the 
head of his class in classics and in 
belles lettres. He retired from col- 
lege at the beginning of the senior 
year, bent himself to the study of law, 
and was admitted to the bar in 1815, 
just before he was twenty -one years of 
age. "The Embargo" was written by 
him before he entered upon the legal 
profession. It is a satirical little gem 
in which he ridiculed President Jeffet 
son and other leaders of the Dot 
cratic party, from which it is supposed 
that he was at that time a Federalist, 
though in later days he was known as 
a Democrat, but of independent pro- 
clivities. 

Bryant was a sharp and, to some 
extent, a successful lawyer in the ru 
ral districts of old Berkshire, and won 
his due share of the suits in which he 
was engaged, but, his nature yearning 
for a literary life, he was constrained 
to throw up his briefs. 

In 1817, at the ago of 23, he struck 
the key-note of his illustrious career 
by publishing in the North American 
JieelvwhiH poem, "Thanatopsis," pat 
haps the most celebrated of his gifts 
to the Muses. It is claimed by some 
that "Thanatopsis" was composed four 
years before its publication, when the 
author was only ID, but this is very 
highly improbable. This poem, how- 
ever, gave Bryant a wide reputation, 
and he commenced to write for re- 
views and newspapers. In 1821 be 
delivered apoem, entitled "The Ages," 
before the Phi Beta Kappa of Harvard 
College, and the next year published 
in Boston a volume of his works, 
which placed him in the front ranks of 
American bards. In 182!) Mr. Bryant 
bade good-by to Massachusetts and 
made his abode in New York. 

He first engaged on a monthly peri- 
odical, entitled the hYete York Review 
iii, ft Aihiiiif.iiiu Mogaadne, in which 
appeared many criticisms of current 
works and some of his eh 
verses. The next year he became the 
editor of the Evening J'ost, then one 
of the oldest daily newspapers in the 
county. From 182G till the hour of 
his death, a period of 52 years, the 
narno of William Cullen Bry an t haH 
closely identified with that jour- 
nal. In 1828, when Jackson was 
elected President, some of the best ar 
tides which appeared in that paper, on 
the Jacksonian side, were from the 
pen of Bryant. 

Mr. Bryant was ever a firm advo- 
cate of free discussion, concerning the 
slave trade, even in the most turbu- 
lent days of Abolitionism, when many 
other public exponents office thought, 
in regard to tho slavery question, were 
need for their too free expres- 
f opinions, which were contrary 
to tho views of pro-slavery toon, and 
when feeble newspapers, of like doc- 
trine with Bryant, were broken up, 
their type thrown into the street, their 
editors shot and their patrons warned 
to desist from receiving the pestilent 
sheets into their houses under pais of 
being lynched. Through all those 
perilous years of persecutions for the 
expression of opinion, with which a 
large class of the community were not 
in sympathy, Mr. Bryant maintained 
in the columns of the Poet his entire 
independence of free discussion on 
topics in which he was bitterly op 
posed by a large share of public 
opinion. 

Mr. Bryant claimed to be a Demo 
crat, and was a regular member of the 
organization down to the formation of 
the Republican party in 1854 5. The 
Democratic Jiarty had imbibed the in 
fatuated idea of strengthening itself 
by extending the area of slavery. To 
this idea he was, of course, bitterly 
OPpoaad, foretold that the consumma 
lion of such a scheme, would ruin the 
Democratic party, and week after week 
i iimus of the 1'ost glowed with 
indignation against the policy of the 
annexation of Texas to the l.'nion for 
the purpose of planting the baneful

PROF. JOIinilMIK IN KANSAS. 
MEETING WITH MANV FRIENDS. 

Or.ATiiK, Kan., Juno 7, 187H. 

Mv Dear Mil Bzdb i — I cannot re- 
alize that I am now in this beautiful 
State, hecaiiRO I used to think it to be 
a wild country. 

I arrived here yesterday afternoon, 
and am now a State ^'nnHtof this insti- 
tution, the principal of which sent me 
a cordial invitation to visit it some 
time ago. On my arrival at the insti- 
tution I was sorry and surprised to 
find him confined to his office. He has 
been laid up for several months, but 

is getting better and hopes to be up 

and attend the annual examinations 
next week. If e is doing all he can to 
IDtJte my stay pleasant. Ho is a very 
pleasant .gcnt.Icman, and his pupils aooni 
d with his management. 
Hois assisted by three speaking teach 
en and two deal mutes, whose names 
■re Mr. and Mrs. Thompson, both 
• lieiles of the New York Institution. 
The lady is a sister to the wife of Mr. 
David K.Tillinghast, of the North Car- 
olina Institution, at ltaloigh. There 
are about KO pupils in this institution, 
but, T am told that, the number will 
probably be increased to 100 next 
sion. 

The country around Olathe is very 
beautiful. They tell me that Ohltho 
is the prettiest place in Kansas. This 
institution is situated in a very healthy 
place, surrounded by a very beautiful 
prairie, which looks level like an ocean 
when it is not agitated by strong 
winds. 

I am told but, one death has entered 

this institution since its establishment, 
ami that, was a ease of consumption. 
This proves that tin's institution ii 
very well managed, 

This school was first established al 
Baldwin Oitj, sereral miles from this 
place, by Professor Emery, now prin- 
cipal Of the Chicago Day School for 
Deaf mutes, and afterwards his place 
was taken by Mr. Nodyikc, I believe, 
formerly a teacher in Indiana or Illi- 
nois. How long be was in office does 
not, occur to mo. After his resigna- 
tion "Joe Mount" became his success- 
or, and removed the school to this 
place. Ho did not remain principal 
long, but threw up his position on ae 
count of disagreements. Mr. Burnside, 

now of the Pennsylvania Institution, 
succeeded him, and was assisted by 
Mr. Qrouter, a professor in the Pens 

sylvania Institution. Shortly after 
wards theygareup their places on that 

account. Mr. Bowles is now ami has 
been princii ml since then. lam told that 
he has made some very pood improve 
mints in and around this institution. 
This institution now occupies only a 
wing. The principal is waiting for 
money enough from the next legisla- 
turo to erect the main building end 

another wing. When completed, ae 
cording to the architect's plans, it, will

distance. I am truly pleased with 

this picturesque though level country.

Who U The "Doj in The Mauser?" 

A few selfish and narrow minded 
persons objoct to, and sometimes evi- 
dently and wrongly oppose any move 
mont in favor of small institutions for 
mutes on the grounds of economy in 
money, etc., which sacrifices the health, 
safety, morality, etc., of tho mutes to 
save a few dimes ! and cry, "self-inter 
est," in those who favor small institu- 
tions on tho grounds of better man- 
agement, better instruction, better 
moral habits, greater safety in case of 
fire, epidemics, and nearer home locali- 
ties. 

The saving in large buildings is 
often overbalanced in repairs, care, 
etc., while smaller ones, though cost- 
ing a few dollars more on the start, 
can be taken care of at a less cost than 
large ones. Besides solf-interest per- 
vades every calling in life, even that 
of tho gospel 1 For if preachers had 
no self-interest in the cause very few 
of them would follow it, much loss 
sacrifice health, etc., for a cause be- 
yond this life. 

So it may bo with some of those 
who contend for small institutions, 
while those who oppose such are as 
much self-interested, if not real self- 
ish, in opposing a movement for a 
more equal distribution of mute edu 
cational facilities in populous centres, 
bo those centres cities or a collection 
of counties. It savors too much of 
self-interest, if not of selfishness, for 
those in charge of large institutions 
to be the first in print to cry, "self- 
interest!" against those contending 
for a just cause, and for those institu- 
tion magnates to hotly and wrongly 
contend for more shows plainly "a 
dog in tho manger" disposition, if not 
a "cloven footed" desire for an exclu- 
sive monopolization of a groat public 
interest that belongs to tho people 
and not to a mysterious few. And 
that Self-interest that subserves more 
of the public good than self is far bet- 
ter than that, self-interest that sub 
verts or retards public interest for 
self. It would look and be far better 
and more in keeping with their claims 
as benevolent Christian men if tho 
superintendents of all institutions, es 
pecially large ones, would favor, en 
courage and aid every movement that 
aims to better or facilitate mute edu 
cation and interest bare, there and 
everywhere, with no great regard for 
their bre a d and butter, etc., than in 
contending for an exclusive control of 
this groat public charity. 

And the first one to cordially admit 
that "there is unfortunately WOTS 
enough for all and to spare" is Dr. I. 
1< reel, of the oldest, New York In- 
stitution. Who next' Though New 
York has six schools for mutes, scatter 
od over tho State and a very flourish- 
ing one right under tho shadows of 
tho mother institution, yet she con- 
tinues to hold her own, because the 
increase of institutions does not necee 
sarily des p o i l the others, but brings 
out and elevates the hidden mutes, in 
their respective localities, who would 
not and could not attend any other 
institution. So you see the cry "self- 
interest," etc., is all wrong. Fax.

Lost Sunday evening, which was 
WhitSunday, Dr. Gallaudet kindly 
came over to the Church of tho Inter- 
cession, near here, and preached a 
sermon, to its members. A dozen or 
so of our folks who are communicants 
of that church went over to hear him, 
and Dr. Peet, by his lucid signs, inter-

Dezondorf, another of our pupils, 
came in 3d in the one mile walking 
match. Again, on tho 11th inst, 
McFaul won another 100 yard run and 
a gold medal at some athletic games in 
tho city, and Dezondorf came in 3d 
again in a mile walk. 

On the 21st of .June some games 
will bo played hero. There will bo* 
some races by little boys for silver 
medals, and a special scratch race, to 
decide the championship of the insti- 
tution in tho 100-yard dash.

Washington, D. C, June 20, 1878. 

Death has again entered our ranks, 
and taken from us one of our most 
beloved fellow students, Mr. Julius C 
Dargan, of South Carolina, whose sad 
fate we mourn with tho most pro 
found sorrow. (Jenerous and endued 
with many amiable traits of character, 
a dilligent student and an exemplary 
Christian, be was much loved by all the 
Students, and possessed the unbound 
ed confidence and rospectof tho presi 
dent and professors. 

Me was drowned on the 30th of last 
month, Decoration Day, at Mount 
Vernon, in the Potomac river. Taking 
passage on board tho steamer Arrow, 
after ho arrived at Mount Vernon, no 
friends either from the college or city 
being with him. ho went in bathing 
alone about one o'clock in the after- 
noon, as we were informed by a fisher- 
man who saw him. It is supposed 
that lie was taken with cramp while 
swimming in water beyond his depth. 

Mis body was recovered the same 
evening, and was brought home (to 
the college) next day by Professor 
Draper, who went after it we having 
road the startling news tho next morn 
ing, 31st oil, in tho Washington J'ott. 
Not one of tho students knew of his 
whereabouts until we saw the sad 
tidings of his being drownod. His 
body was kept in tho city, baring been 
embalmed, until Sunday afternoon, 
when it was brought to tho college, 
where very Holemii and impressive 
funeral services wore held over his re 
mains. Hev. Mr. Mason, of the Cal 
vary B aptist Church, officiating at the 
sad ceremony. At six o'clock tho 
same evening the body was sent, home 
to his bereaved mother and friends. 
At a meeting hold by the students, 
last, Saturday, the enclosed resolutions 
were unanimously adopted, which I 
Bend you for publication.

From our regular corretpowient. 

EniTOR Journal : — I have hardly de- 
served tho title of correspondent lately. 
The fact is that I have been unable to 
pick up any news which would prove 
interesting to your readers. 

It is rumored that Messrs. John 
Barrick and John Lane, together with 
five mutes, have lately organized an- 
other society on Vine street in opposi- 
tion to tho Cincinnati church deaf-mute 
society. Your correspondent did not 
believe the rumors at first but was at 
last induced to go to the new society 
to ascertain tho truth, and it proved 
to bo too true. The reasons why 
Messrs. Barrick and Lane did so are 
that the former is strongly prejudiced 
agrrinst the Episcopal Church, and tho 
Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes, and 
did not want any one to preach to the 
mutes here but himself, and the latter 
was defeated in obtaining the election 
as an assistant manager of the old so- 
ciety, on account of his poor education. 
In justice to Mr. It. P. McGregor and 
the members of the old society I would 
say that they are not working under 
the jurisdiction of the Episcopal church, 
but they are a body of members of cvo 
ry denomination, who merely meet in 
an Episcopal church to attend the 
lectures for moral and religious instruc- 
tion. Thus at a recent meeting thir- 
ty-four mutes wore present ; of that 
number 5 were Catholics, 4 Presbyte- 
rians, 4 Baptists, 4 Jews, 3 Episcopal 
ians and the remaining 14 belonging 
to no church ; bo this is, by no means, 
an Episcopalian society. It is strictly 
undenominational, always has boon 
and always will bo. 

At the recent mooting of tho new 
society the members elected the iol 
lowing officers : John Barrick, preach- 
er ; John Lane, assistant preacher and 
treasurer ; Charles Binz, James Glass, 
and Mrs. J. Lane, executive committee. 
I hear from good authority that two 
members have left it and gone back to 
tho old society. From present indi- 
cations the now society will not hold 
out long. I am glad to hear that John 
Barrick has followod the example of 
tho old society in taking up collections 
for tho "Homo for tho Aged and In- 
firm Deaf-mutes. Cnless he coasos 
to run the church, it is likely that the 
mutes in tho United States will look 
at Cincinnati as the second Boston and 
Mr. Barrick as tho second Bowes. I 
am sorry that he should have permit 
tod his name to be brought into such a 
coin tection, and I hope he will soon 
see the error of his ways and reform, as 
Mr. Bowes has wisely and commenda 
bly done. 

Tho officers of tho Cincinnati Church 
Deaf-Mute Society ore as follows : R. 
P. MeOrogor, Manager j J. H. Vance, 
Treasurer ; J. K. T. Hoagland (chair- 
man) ; Mr. Cately and Mrs. Smithson, 
Incentive Comntitte. It continues in 
a prosperous condition, and has large 
ly increased in the numbers of its at 
tendance in spite of tho rival society.

walls and spires of Buffalo, in front 
the red towers and long row of build 
ings of the yet -unfinished Asylum. 
\x% River flows not far be- 
yond, its course hidden by a rise of 
ground, but its neighborhood revealed 
by the cooling breeze that constantly 
flows from it. 

The Fillmore lot is thirty feet by 
forty, inclosed by a plain iron railing 
set in a stone curb and containing 
four graves. Originally there stood 
in its centre, erected after the death 
of the first Mrs. Fillmore, a base, die 
and spire of Italian marble, but it was 
replaced some years ago by an obelisk 
of highly polished Scotch granite twen 
ty-two feet in height, resting on a pe- 
destal of the same material superim- 
posed on a base of Lockport stone. A 
slight moulding running round the pe 
destal is the only ornament ; the word 
"Fillmore" is on the northern side of 
the base in large raised letters. The 
inscriptions upon the faces of the shaft 
are deeply incised, and not being gild- 
ed, can with difficulty be deciphered at 
the distance of a few feet. 

Millard Fillmore's gpive is at the 
eastern extremity of the lot in the cen- 
tre of the grassy space. At its head 
rises the monument -, over it is a small 
arch of green wire supporting a large 
cross surmounted try a crown, both of 
rple and yellow immor- 
telles all faded and dry. In the south- 
eastern corner is a great Norway 
spruce, the shadow from which falls 
on the foot of the grave ; another just 
opposite sweeps with its low boughs 
the mound under which rests Filh.

The Pierce lot is at the north west 
ern corner of the Minot inclosure, 
which adjoins the Old Cemetery and 
contains about an acre of level ground. 
It is surrounded by a neat iron fence 
six feet high, traversed by concrete 
paths and neatly sodded, though there 
are neither inelosures nor curbs. 
Pierce's monument is of pure Italian 
marble, elaborately wrought, a spire, 
with cap, die and plinth resting on a 
base of granite '.i\ feet square, and sur- 
mounted by a drapped cross, its total 
height being 14 feet 8 inches. On the 
plinth is the word "Pierce," in large 
raised letters, and on the panel of the 
die this inscription :

'Die grave is neatly kept and the mon 
oment frequently cleaned and cared 
for. His wife's body rests beside 
i s to the south ; above it is a 
marble spire, with a hand pointing 
heavenwards, surmounted by the 
words, in an arc of a circle, "Other 
bars f none." Their two sons, 
ft and Franklin, are buried be- 
side their father, to the north. 

Close liy Pierce in the Minot Cenie 
tery sleep his life-long friend, Henry 
H. Carroll, editor of the Patriot, 
and Matthew Harvey, a well-known 
jurist and politician. In the Old CeSQ 
etery lie the founders of Concord, the 
Bradleys, Walkers and Stiekneys, Tim- 
othy Walker, first minister of toe town, 
and Asa McFarland, his successor ; 
Philip CarrigaTi, Secretary of Sbite, 
and the maker of the first rnap of New 
Hampshire, is buried in an obscure 
corner, and near the front antral 
the grave of Countess Rumford, Rum 
ford's adopted daughter, who return 
ed to Concord to close there a long 
life of sweet and noble charities, in 
1852. Ere the city encroached upon 
its narrow limits beautiful views were 
presented from the Old Cemetery, 
trfceM one looked eastward across tho 
broad intervals of the Merrimack, and 
saw further on tho green or golden 
slopes crowned with wooded hills, 
within the full fore-ground the long 
and graceful sweep of the river, and to 
the north the bold granite mass of 
Rattlesnake Hill. But now the city's 
buildings have circumscribed the view. 
The later and younger population, easy 
of access though the Old Cemetery is, 
rarely visit it, though it is much fre- 
quented by old-time residents returned 
to the changed city or who recall the 
day when it was their favorite resort.
